* Mr. John Marſhall, of the Borough of Southwark, Gent. by his laſt will, dated Aug. 21, 4 
and proved in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury, April 15, 1631, did deviſe the ſum of ſeven 
hundred pounds towards erecting a church, with an eſtate of fixty pounds per annum, clear of all 
repriſes, toward the maintenance of a miniſter, to officiate in the ſaid church. In purſuance of 
which will the truſtees appointed for the management of this buſineſs, having obtained a piece of 
ground in the precin& of Paris Gardens, with a convenient cemetry, they ſet about the work, 
wherein they expended the ſum of ſeven hundred pounds, together with divers others collected for 
that purpoſe ; and although the ſaid ſumy were not ſufficient to finiſh the work, yet the inhabitants 
of the diftri& wherein it is built, applied to parliament in the year 1670, to have the ſame erected 
into a pariſh, for accompliſhing the intention of Mr. Marſhall, the founder, which the parliament 

taking into conſideration, they conſtituted: the ſaid diſtrict a diſtin& pariſh, by the appellation of 
Chriſt- Church, according to the will of the founder, and in all reſpects made it independent of 


tat of St. Saviour's, as if it had never belonged to the ſame. And by the authority aforeſaid, the 


truſtees, the heirs, and aſſigns, were appointed patrons of the faid church for ever, with a power 
of raiſing money out of the founder's eſtate, for compleatly finiſhing the ſaid church, and for paying 


the ſum of one hundred pounds to the pariſh of St. Saviour's, 1 in lieu of the contributions formerly 
paid by the inhabitants of this diſtrict towards the repairs of the church. And for the better 
maintenance of the rector, he and his ſucceſſors are empowered to receive all tythes, compoſitions 


for tythes, oblations and dues whatſoever, which the inhabitants of the new pariſh were accuſtomed 


to pay before they were ſeparated from that of St. Saviour's. The gtound whereon the church 


| ſtands, together with the cemetry, was given: by Mr. Willian Angel, the then lord of the manor. 
The brick church and ſteeple of this pariſh, by reaſon of bad foundations, became very ruinous, 


inſomuch that Mr. Marſhall's truſtees applied to parliament. in the year 1737, for a power to re- 
build the ſame, with the ſum of two thouſand five hundred pounds in their hands, which aroſe from 
the faid truſt : purſuant to their petition, an act was made to enable them 1» rohaueg the ſaid 


church, within the ſpace of three years from the 25th of December, 1738.
